Food Administrator Spaulding Makes 


Startling Revelations Here Today 


Local Board Wires Governor 


of Conditions Today; One 


Transfer Made. 


"Unless the people ot Now Hamp- 


shire, and In fad llio whole United 
Stales Including every man, 
woman 


fine! child, do llieir voluntary-part In 
the conservation of food, they will be 
forced under policing regulations sim- 
ilar to those'Unit are now In effect 
In Germany."

This slartlingM-evelallon wns made 


today by Pood Administrator for New 
Hampshire, Iliinticy Spaulding, at llio 
Hole! Hocklngham during an interview 
relative to the food situation In Ne\v 
Hampshire. 
. 


A shortage In essential foodstuff, In- 


cluding meal, sugar and wheat, was 
disclosed during Ihe Interview with Mr, 
Hpauldlng. -In summing up tho food 
situation in general, Mr. Spaulding 
said: 
• 
.- . ' 


"Isnsl Spring when I was appointed 


chairman of the Public Food Commit- 
tee, I came out with a poster-that was 
placed in the street cars and olhei 
conspicuous places In which tho gist 
was "slarvnllon." Tills caused a great 
deal of comment at Iho llmo but ns 
tho months have paused I nm very sor- 
ry to state that this sign comes nearer 
and nearer the truth every day. 


-"In other wordu I am very fearful 


that If tho people do hot ajjldo by tho 
sign 'and olhor warnings a more ser- 
ious condition will prevail and we will 
be in a most critical condition, 


"This week I received n telegram 


from Food Administrator Hoover In 
Washington stating that the sugar sit- 
uation Is fast becoming one of tho 
food problems. 


"Thoro is not enough sugar to con- 


tlnno. lo ship It abroad to .our allies 
and for theUnllcd Slates wllh our pros 
ent consumption. It is.evident that the 
people do not understand Ihe situation 
that the sugar supply Is nearlng nn 
end and that that within four months 
lliore will be a serious shortage of this 
staple product. 


In speaking of ihV wheat situation 


3Ir. Spaulding said: 


"Our allies that.are lighting our bat- 


lle as well as 'Iho American soldiers 
must have grain. Their grain crop has 
licen reduced 600,000,000 bushels Ihls' 


year. Countries lhat have shipped them 
their wheat In previous years nro un- 
ablo to get it to Ihem on accoual of tho 
war .condilions, consequently .1-serious 
situation confronts -the government. 


"They require under normal con- 


sumption 577,000,000 bushels of wheat 
a year from Ihe United Stales and 
Canada. With our normal consumption, 
the United States and Canada could 
ship'them a little less lhari 200,000,000 
bushels, leaving a deficiency of 400,- 
000,000' bushels of wheat that must bo 
provided In some way. 


"The foreign countries are making 


all possible substitutions. We. must do 
the same. 


"We fortunately have a large wheat 


crop estimated at 000.000,000 bushels 
over last year. Our problem In so far 
as possible la to substitute .corn and 
other cereal for wheat In order lhat 
we may overcome the situation." 


In speaking of tho meat situation, Mr 


Spaulding said: 
' 


"At the time wnr was declared there 


were 115,000,000 food animals In 
tho 


world.rTho dairy products which are 
absolutely essential must bo shut off 


"Our 
exportation of dairy products 


slnco the beginning of the war have 
been ten limes above normal. 
This 


again forces a serious problem." 


Speaking of the seriousness that may 


result from the food bltunllon Iho food 
administrator said: 


"What the Hoover organization is 


trying lo do. is to get every man, 
woman, and child to do Ihclr voluntary 
part. If they fail to do so they will bo 
forced under policing regulations such 
as- 'now' prevail In Gcrmnny and an 
army of nearly 300,000,000 will'bo ro- 
niilred to police the streets and 
tho 


lomes. At present in Clermany there 
are 100,!iOO,000 penple engaged in reg- 
ulating Ibis worltj 


In a. closing statement Mr. Spauld- 


ng nald: 


"I have given yon a few (Igures,

German Asked for "Slush" Fund to

The Zimmerman Plot Revealed 


In tho light of Secretary Lansing's 


revelations it now Is possible to'sketch 
Count Von Bernstoi fTs unfriendly ac- 
tivities in this coluHry prior to the 
rupture between Berlin and Wnshlng- 
on. "Whether the Zimmerman note con- 
tained the first information ho receiv- 
'il of his government's Intentions to 
esume ruthless warfare is not known, 
lo had [lie Information, however, not 
ater tlmn January 19, by which time 
ic had seen the following instructions 
Voin Zimmerman to von MckhanU: 


"Berlin, Jan. 19, 1917—One the first

M'c shall clvc general fi- 
anclnl support and it Is under.slood 
hat Mexico Is to reconquer tho lost 
errilory in New Mexico, Toxiis and 
Arizona. These details are left to you 
or settlement.

'resident of Mexico of tlin nbavc in 
ho greatest confidence us .soon as it is 
osslble that there will lie an outbreak 
f war with the United Stales, and 
lifgest that the President of Mexico 


on his own initiative should conmiun- 
iciite with Japan, suggestlm; adher- 
ence at once to this plan. 


"Please call to the attention of the 


President of Mexico Hint the employ- 
ment of ruthless submarine warfare 
now promises to compel link-land to 
make peaco in a few months," 


"Zimmerman." 


It took Bernstorft less than llireo 


days to map oul his campaign to deter 
congress from calling .war. He-decided 
to finance a campaign _of peaco by 
individuals and organizations to con- 
gress to stand against the war.

"In response, an expert 
from tho 


Chlldrens' Bureau, 
a 
specialist In 


chlldrens diseases from Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, was sent Immediately to In- 
vestigate the conditions. He visited the 
region in company 
with Monsieur 


Amedco Vernes and found villages loot 
ed and burned, with all buildings de- 
stroyed. He found more than 1,000 chll 
dren practically with no medical care. 
all miserably dirty and one-half 
of 


.whom were infected with skin or eye- 
lesions, and many actually 111.

was extremely meager; one old hos- 
pital stripped of all Its apparatus; ono

by Installing.a central depot at Neslo I 
with ten bods as a clearing house for 
the district, and by equipping an auto- 
mobile'as a travelling dlspensary.wlth 
shower baths.

trained nurso and two aides. Tha ar-
